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REMARKS 

This paper responds to the Decision on Appeal mailed September 9, 2009. 
Claims 23, 27, 29, 30, 32, and 36-38 are amended. Claims 16-21 are canceled. Thus, 
claims 23-27 and 29-38 are now pending in this application. 

Decision on Appeal 

The rejection of claims 29-31 under 35 USC §102 (a & b) as being anticipated by 
Koizumi (Toshiba Corp JP 41 1284278A) or Manor (U.S. 6,420,245) or Peng et al. (U.S. 
6,737,606) was affirmed. 

The rejection of claims 29-31 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Koizumi, or 
Manor, or Peng et al. was affirmed. 

The rejection of claims 16-21 and 32-38 under 35 USC §102 (a & b) as being anticipated 
by Katagiri (Toshiba Corp, JP 355046579A) or Muraki (NEC, JP353002074A) or Boyle et al. 
(U.S. 6,586,707) was affirmed. 

The rejection of claims 16-21 and 32-38 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Katagiri 
in view of Muraki and in view of Boyle et al. was affirmed. 

The rejection of claims 23-27 under 35 USC §102 (a & b) as being anticipated by 
Katagiri (Toshiba Corp, JP 355046579A) or Muraki (NEC, JP353002074A) or Boyle et al. (U.S. 
6,586,707) was reversed. 

The rejection of claims 23-27 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Katagiri in view of 
Muraki and in view of Boyle et al. was reversed. 

Claims 16-21 

Applicant cancels claims 16-21 without prejudice or disclaimer. Thus, the pending 
rejection of claims 16-21 is moot. 



Claims 23-27 

Applicant notes that the Board reversed the pending rejection of claims 23-27. Applicant 
amends independent claim 23 only for clarity to replace "continues" with "continuous". The 
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amendment does not alter the scope of claim 23. Accordingly, Applicant requests 
reconsideration and allowance of claim 23 and its dependent claims 24-27. 

Claims 29-31 

Applicant amends independent claim 29 to include similar elements recited in claim 23, 
especially "passing the saw through the area of the first continuous line, the second continues 
line and the third continuous line to cut the wafer". Accordingly, Applicant requests 
reconsideration and allowance of claim 29 and its dependent claims 30 and 3 1 . 

Claims 32-38 

Applicant amends independent claim 32 to include similar elements recited in claim 23, 
especially "passing a saw through the first area, the second area, and the third continuous line to 
cut the wafer". Accordingly, Applicant requests reconsideration and allowance of claim 32 and 
its dependent claims 33-38.
